Indications now are that prominent
bankers regard the Kederal advisory
council provided for by the act as a
far more Important body than had been
generally umh rstood. The council is
to consist of one number from each
Kederal reserve district, selected by di¬
rector- of the Kederal reserve bank in
that district, and is to meet at least
four times a year In Washington, and
oft' tier if called bv the Kederal Itcservo
Hoard. The council may also hold ad¬
ditional meetings wherever It sees lit.
It will confer with the Kederal lieserve
Hoard on general conditions, and may
all for information and make various |
recommendations. While its powersl
are purely advisory, It is believed t>v
11 any bankers that membership upon Itwill lie neurit as important as member-
ship on the Kederal Kcservo Hoard, The
council will be the go-between that
will 1 ifp the board posted on condi-
Hons throughout the (,'nited States, ami
Us te oniim mixtions will Ik of vital
importance to the board.

Council l'rocerillnun.
The Council was in session last

The sum of SfiOO was appropriated

to rid the city of unlicensed dogs.
The Sunday closing ordinance was

again tabled until the next meeting of
the Council.
A communication was read from

Mayor Cabaness recommending an ap¬
propriation of $200 to the King's
Daughters. It was referred to the
Kitiaiicc Committee.

at the police station last night. The
Jury was in session nearly four hours,
and heard a great deal of testimony,
nearly all of which was circumstan¬
tial A verdict was rendered to the
effect that the jury believed to the
best of its Unowh-il^o and belief that
Annie <Ireen canto to her death on
Juno 23 front traumatic pneumonia,
caused by blows inflicted by KIchurd
Thomas.

FOUR REVOLUTIONS RAGING
IN SAN OOMINGO REPUBLIC

t.'ondltloiiN ('nunc <«rnve Anxiety, an
j I lilted StnteN In Morally IIouihI to

Mulntnln Order.
Washington, July S..With four

separata revolutions raging, an«l this
American minister returning home. af¬
ter several nioutli.i of.fruitless erfor 18
to restore peace, tho little republic of
San I mining" is causing tho Washing¬
ton government grave anxiety. Ttio
United States Is morally hound to
maintain order there uiiitcr the semi-
protectorate ercatccl by treaty.
To-tlay's reports showed no Improve-

moil t. For many montlis President
llordas, obliged to ' maintain himself
in olllce by extra olllciul decrees and
partial elections, lias been leading his
troops unsuccessfully against rebelli-
ous generals in ilie nortli. Meanwhile,revolutions have broken out In other
sections, at A sua, where the govern-itient navy found it necessary to de-
stroy the custom-house; along the line
of railway between Sandier. and
Sainana May, at Monte Christ! and at
La Homana, in the southeast. In this
last neighborhood, there are extensive
American-owned plantations, agentsfor which appeared ;tt th- State I >o-
partment to-day looking l'or protec-tiun for their property.
A conviction is growing here that

only through powerful outside influ¬
ence and probably that of the I'nitod
States can chaotic conditions be term¬
inated. The revolutionists appear un¬
able to overcome the Kordas govern¬
ment, but Hordas lias not been able to
defeat hip enemies. Walker W. Vlck,the American collector of custom!:, has.
resigned, and now Minister Sullivan is
returning home, leaving SecretaryWhite in charge.
